Russia's armies, driving over fields littered with wreckage, 
reported today they had engulfed a key German stronghold, 
crushed repeated German tank attacks and stormed forward 
six more miles in the 10-day-old battle of Kharkov. 
Soviet dispatches said Russian troops wiped out the Nazi 
stronghold’s garrison in a fierce 40-minute struggle. 
A Red Army communique said five villages had been cap­ 
tured in the battle area and “enormous losses" inflicted on 
the enemy. 
Far behind the lines, Soviet guerrillas were reported to 
have recaptured an important city of several thousand in­ 
habitants, deep in White Russia, driving out the Germans

“Her condition is still extremely 
critical,” her attending physiciaas 
said today, "although she has shown 
some slight improvement.

It will be a t least a week 
before her doctors can determine 
the full effect of the burns and her 
probable chances of recovery.

Mrs. Raffensperger told her broth­ 
er, Richard Cole, how the explo­ 
sion occurred.

a clothes line near the furnace in 
which a fire had been made. 
The burned woman said th at she 
turned and was on her way to the 
first floor when the blast occurred, 
the full force of which struck her 
on the left side and back. Had the 
explosion occurred a m inute sooner 
Mrs. Raffensperger would have re­ 
ceived the im pact in her face.
